TROOPS QUIET 
MINE AMAZONS 


Kansas Workers Fear for 
Families. 


Pittsburg, Kas., Dec. 14.—Three com- 
panies of the Kansas national guard 
were ordered today to entrain for the 
coal fields here, following appeals for 
protection by eleven locals of the 
United Mine Workers of America, who 
feared attacks on their families by 
rioting women relatives of the striking 
Howat miners. The troops are ex- 
pected here early tomorrow. 

Veteran labor leaders declared the 
field faced the most unique situation in 
its history—the coming of national 
guardsmen at the instance of union 
men for the purpose of protecting 
them. | 

Sheriff Gould, helpless before the 
mobs of 3,000 women who have been 
stopping mine operations for the last 
three days and threatening workers, to- 
day appeaied to Gov. Allen for assist- 
ance. All the guard organizations in 
\the state, comprising 2,000 men, were 
ordered to be ready to depart for the 
coal fields The governor, on a speak- 
ing tour in the east, is hurrying home. 
' The sheriff's S. O. S. was sent to 
Topeka almost at the time two blasts 
shook the northern part of Crawford 
county. A steam shovel of the Merg- 
hini Coa! company was wrecked. 

Women Come in Motors. 

Women rioters appeared at a mine 
northeast of here. They rode in motor 
cars. The procession was more than 
a mile long. The mine was not run- 
ning, but the women insisted that sev- 
eral company employés quit the of- 
fices. 

A squad of former service men 
hastily formed for defense duty in a 
hotel today, following insistent re- 
ports that women marchers were com. 
ing here to seize Van A. Bittner, repre- 
sentative of the international miners’ 
union. In the lobby was*a stack of 
rifles. 

Local union officials of the Jackson- 
Walker No. 17 mine, the Globe, Litch- 
field, Lavery, and Patton companies 
took formal action against the women 
and called upon the state authorities at 
a massmeeting to provide them with 


‘| protection. 


Miners Fear Violence. 
“We want protection for our wives 
and our babies at our homes,” spokes- 
imen of the unions said. “We want 
troops stationed in the camps where 
we live to prevent congregating of 
rioters who would do bodily harm to 
our families.”

PARIS, Dec. 14.—Editorials cabled 
from Chicago and printed in the Bu- 
ropean edition of THE CuiIcaco TRIB- 
UN€& played an important part in pre- 
paring British public opinion for the 
scrapping of the Anglo-Japanese al- 
liance und bringing strong pressure 
to bear on those members of the Brit- 
ish government who advised a contin- 
uation of the pact. | 

Perhaps the strongest factor of this 
work was that the editorials pointed 
out, without diplomatic glossing, that 
the American people believed the alli- 
ance was directed against the United 
States. This expression of American 
opinion was immediately echoed tn the 
French, Italian, German, and British 
| press, which quoted the editorials. 

THe JTRIBUNE’S European edition, 
which is the most widely quoted news- 
paper in Europe, thus carried home to 
the peoples of Europe the importance 
of this great wave of public feeling 
which was sweeping the United States.

SHIPS SCRAP 


JapanandUS. Await 
British Decision. 


BY GRAFTON WILCOX. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 14.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—Agreement on th6 5-5-3 capital 
ship ratio,in the American naval limi- 
tation proposal has been reached by 
the big three of the arms conference, 
Secretary Hughes, Mr. Balfour, and 
Baron Kato, with proposed tonnage 
modifications, which are awaiting ap- 


| proval of the British government. 


This was learned tonight following 
a long conference of the leaders of the 
big naval powers, which it had been 
hoped early in the day would end in a 
formal announcement of the agree- 
ment tentatively reached on a basis 
that will permit Japan to keep her 
new pet dreadnaught, the Mutsu. 

Secretary Hughes. would make no 
announcement tonight further than 
that “ good progress” had been made 
on the naval ratio plan. It is learned, 
however, that the tentative plan is con- 
tingent upon Britain’s agreement to 
build two new ships of the Hood type, 
but which would not exceed 35,000 
tons. 

According to the most reliable re- 


modifications of the capital, ship ton- 
nage is as follows: . 

Japan to retain the Mutsu, which 
mounts ight 16 inch guns, and sub- 
stitute that vesse! for the dreadnaugnt 
Setsu, which carries twelve 12 inch 
guns, which would be scrapped. 

The United Statés to retain the 
superdreadnaughts Colorado and Wash- 
ington, each mounting eight 16 inch 
guns and each displacing 82,600 tons, 
iin place of the dreadnaughts Del- 
‘aware and North Dakota, each mount- 
.ing ten 12 inch guns and each dis- 
‘placing 20,000 tons, both of which 
would be scrapfed. 

Engiand to retain two of the so-called 
new Hoods, each of which as originally 
planned would mount twelve 16 
inch guns and disp.ace 43,000 tons, 
making them more powerful than 
either the Colorado or Mutsu classes, 
but to retain them only with the under- 
standing that they shall not exceed 32,- 
600 tons; Great Britain to scrap two 
other ships of the King George V. 
class. 

A Difference to Be Adjusted. 

The American government, it is un- 
derstood, is opposed to two Hoods 
being added if they are built of the size 
and strezgih originally planned by the 
British. It is understood that the 
American government suggested that 
the two Hoods be not larger than the 
tonnage limit of 35,000 tons proposed 
in the Hughes project and that they 
should not be built any larger than the 
Colorado, which is of 32,600 tons. 

If the British government would 
agree to this, it was suggested tonight, 
the Americar government probably 
would agree to the retention of two 
Hoods as an offset to the rétention of 
the Colorado and Washingion. It ts 
on this point, it is said, that Mr. Bal- 
four has asked the approval of his gov- 
ernment. 

If the two Hoods are retained Eng- 
land would also throw away two other 
ships of the King George V. class, 
probably the Ajax and Centurion, each 
of which mounts ten 13.5 inch guns 
and displaces 24,100 tons. 

Under such an arrangement, it is as- 
serted, the fundamental ratio of 5-5-3 
insisted upon by Secretary Hughes 
would be maintained and the Japanese 
would be abfe to win their point on the 
Mutsu, but without any materia) addi- 
tion to the tonnage figures embraced 
in the original Hughes formula. 


Dicker on Pacific Fortifications. 
Agreement on Pacific fortification 
and naval bas€s limitations is also said 
to have been reached, but whether this 
will take the form of a two power or 
a three power agreement could not be 
learned definitely tonight. ' 

It is understood that the United 
States and Japan have been insisting 
that Great Britain agree to limit her 
fortifications and naval bases in the 
Pacific in the proposed arrangement 
for maintaining the status quo in re- 
spect of defensive and aggressive naval 
stations. 

Great Britain is understood to have 
made the original suggestion thar the 
United States agree to limit Pacific 
fortifications as an inducement to 
Japan to recede from her desire for a 
‘arger haval rating. From this devel- 
oped the general question of maintain- 
ing the fortifications status quo not 
only by the United States and Japan 
put also by Great Britain. 

Both the United States and Japan, it 
is declared, required a commitment by

As the train neared 29th street a draw- 
bar on the engine—No. 1406—fell off 
to the tracks below. The trucks on 
the first passenger ch immediateiy 
jumped the track. -For a hundred 
yards the train plowed along, rocking 
viciously. 

North bound “special” No. 6—a 
suburban train speeding to the loop 
for another load of passengers—came 
rushing along under the command of 
Engineer Grant Milligan. 

Milligan didn’t see the accident until 
the other train was almost on him. 
His engine hit the corner of the first 
car, smashing through it like paper. 

Conductor Halts Panic. 

Conductor Darling was in the front 
coach. He said later that the bump- 
ing of the car trucks over the ties first 
told him of the accident. He had just 
jumped to his feet when the crash of 
the other train knocked him to the 
floor. There were between forty and 
fifty persons in the car, he said. Those 
who were hurt were in the front end. 

The passengers jumped to their feet 
in panic. The lamps on the car ceiling 
flared up and began licking at the ceil- 
ing above. Conductor Darling jumped 
to his feet and shouted: 

“It's all over now—keep your 
seats!” Continuing talking. he man- 
aged to quiet the terror-stricken pas- 


‘ sengers and the work of rescuing and 


rushing the injured to hospitals was 
begun. Fifield died while being taken 
to the Michael Reese hospital. Hede 


was unconscious. 


Narrowly Avert Second Crash 

Crowds, hearing the crash, rushed 
over and surrounded the train. Another 
and surrounded the train. Another 
southbound express, which had not 
been warned of the accident, almost 
smashed full into the crowd. 

Illinois Central officials notified ‘the 
police department and rushed ambu- 
lances, physicians and nurses. Claim 
agents immediately surrounded the 
victims with offers of damage settle- 
ment. 

The wreck death was the first of a 
passenger riding on an Illinois Central 
suburban train since the road’s sub 
urban service, which accommodates 
on the average of 2,500,000 passengers 
a month, was established, approximate- 
ly fifty years ago, officials of the road 


said.

Like every other house 
in Moscow it has steadily been going 
to seed for the last few years. ~ 


Hurricane of Energy. 

The minute the “ Ara,” as the Rus- 
sians call them, reached town there was 
a hurricane of energy. Temporary of.-. 
fices were set up in various parts of 
the building; which is built around a 
court, and has the dignity of a palace 
or an official building. The rubbish 
was removed from the cellars and 
court in motor trucks; telephones were 
installed in every room—the wonder of 
Moscow; cots were set up for the work- 
ers, who swarmed in before permanent 
quarters were ready; a good meal was 
served to the secretarial workers in the 
middle of the day, and the big Ameri- 
can motors and trucks roared over the 
cobbled streets past gaping pedestrians 
and slow old droshky drivers. 

Painters, decorators, and plumbers 
who had almost forgotten their craft: 
began to appear in hordes. . Every inch 
of the enormous building is being 
scrubbed, painted, calcimined, or var- 
nished as the case might be. The high 
ceilings were cleaned by men on scaf- 
folds, and new floors were laid.

While board mem- 
bers took the position that the eight 
hour principle had not been material- 
ly affected, announcement was made 
by union officials that in the New York 
area the maintenance workers were

Representatives of 30,000 track em- 
'ployés in the Manhattan region had 
asked for strike orders, according to 


| William D. Roberts, grand vice presi- 
| dent of the United Brotherhood of 


‘Maintenance of Way HEmployés and 
He said the 


Advised to Keep Men at Work. 
Roberts declared that local chairman 


had been advised to keep their mem- 


bers at work awaiting action by the 
international officers. He stated orders 
had béen sent out to forestall sporadic 
strikes. He took the ground that the 
principle of the eight hour day has 
been vitiated by the payment of 
straight rates for the ninth and tenth 
hours instead of time and a half rates. 
Both the labor board and the carriers 
take an opposite view. 

Mr. Roberts declared that although 
the new rules reaffim that elght hours 
shall constitute a day’s work, the pro- 
vision that the ninth and tenth hours 
shall be paid for at regular hourly 
rates instead of at time and a half 
knocks the eight hour day cold. 

In the Chicago region the employés, 
at meetings which began last night, 
opened discussion of the new rules to 
discover their effect. ; 

Hold Unions Reach Wrong Conclusion. 

At the labor board rooms informal 
sentiment was that some unions have 
jumped to the wrong conclusion re- 
garding the effect upon the eight hour 
day.

Observers conjecture that the re- 
affirmation of the eight hour day in the 
new rules will probably mean that in 
adjudicating wage disputes earnings of 
employés for cight hours, not for ten 
hours, will be the basis of measure- 
mé@nt against cost of living and other 
factors enumerated in the transporta- 
tion act. This would be a recognition 
of the ninth and tenth hours as actual 
overtime regardless of the rate of pay. 
Sentiment at the board rooms, too, is 
that prevailing conditions as to hours 
of empioyment are not materiajly 
changed by the rules. In brisk times, 


ia not too abundant, section gangs on 
most roads work ten. hours a day. Un- 
der the old rules the “ basic eight hour 
day” meant eleven hours’ pay for a ten 
hour work day. 

Under the new rules, it is pointed 
out,-ten hours’ pay is given for ten 
hours’ work.- But the hourly wage 
schedule itself, it is surmised, is to be 
based on fair and reasonable earnings 
during eight hours, makin® the eight 
hour day the basis for wage rates.

The protector 
should be about two and a half feet 
high.

DISCOVERS CURE 
FOR ODD DISEASE 


A cure for para thyroid tetany, 
which results in the death of a person 
in a few days if the para thyroid 
glands in the neck are removed, is 
claimed in the discovery of a new 
treatment by Dr. Arno B. Luckhardt 
of the physiology department of the 


University of Chicago. 
Dr. Luckhardt has removed the 


glands from the neck of a dog which 
had been keft alive for fifty-seven 
days and.still appears vigorous as the 
result of medical injections.

It rings when 
desired, and he uses it with considera- 
ble acumen, having an accurate sense 
for contrast and climax. Incidentally, 
now that it is cleared up, it is a rather 
superb instrument. 

He always made a distinctive part 
of the stage picture, carrying himself 
well, and creating effects with impres- 
sive dignity. Some time during the 
year he has acquired a new set of cos- 
tumes that are very much to the pur- 
pose in their lavish use of colors which | 
connote richness rather than barbaric | 
clash. 

Miss Raisa’s Desdemona is one of 
her most persuasive roles. If there 
were no more than her fourth act, with | 
the tender, pathetic simplicity that she. 


puts into the “ Salce” and the prayer, | 
it would be worth while seeing her in| 
the opera. This is one of the season’ oe 


high spots, as sure and true and fine 
as one ts likely to find in all the realm 
of opera. 

There were so many good _ things 
about this performance that the con- 
trast came only with some'of the choral | 
singing, and that in the soprano sec- 
tion thereof.
